SAIGON (AP) — The largest 
mass surrender of the war took 
place today when 121 enemy 
soldiers gave themselves up to 
South Vietnamese marines on 
the outskirts of Saigon. 
Pleading for the marines not 
to shoot, the Viet Cong and 
North 
Vietnamese 
regulars 
emerged from bunkers in Gia 
Dinh suburb and turned over 50 
rifles and six larger weapons. 
There were these other devel­ 
opments in the war: 
—The U.S. Command said it 
had received reports of more 
North Vietnamese helicopters 
operating around the demilitar­ 
ized zone Monday night. No ad­ 
ditional information was given, 
but other sources said as many 
as 10 to 20 enemy choppers had 
been spotted on radar. 
—The U.S. Command still re­ 
fused to confirm or deny reports

Strikers 
Return 
To Work 


PARIS (AP) — Thousands 
more French strikers headed 
back to work today, led by the 
65,000 workers at Renault auto 
plants who voted overwhelming­ 
ly 
to accept a settlement 
worked out by their union lead­ 
ers. 
The return to the Renault 
strikers plus 10,000 at the Sav- 
iem truck plant in Lyon and 
about 30,000 shipyard workers 
at St. Nazaire, Bordeaux and La 
Seyne left less than 250,000 of 
the 10-million strikers still out, 
according to union estimates. 
The major holdouts were the 
personnel of the government ra­ 
dio and television network. 
Those strikers on Monday re­ 
jected new proposals by Infor­ 
mation Minister Yves Guena. 
The central issue was the 
strikers’ demand for a govern­ 
ment pledge to seek parliamen­ 
tary action insuring freedom of 
the network’s news programs 
from government control. 
Guena offered only to set up a 
“commission of notables” to 
work out new legislation. 
The radio-TV strike has re­ 
duced campaigning via those 
media for the National Assem­ 
bly elections to a few news 
bulletins and brief TV appear­ 
ances by party leaders.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court has turned a 
long-obscure civil rights law 
into a far-reaching ban on racial 
discrimination in the sale and 
rental of housing. 
Beyond that, the 7-2 decision 
Monday hinted that the 13th 
Amendment banning slavery 
gave Congress the power to 
strike at private acts of discrim­ 
ination generally, if it wants to 
use the power. 
The ruling, one of several 
stunners dealt out at term’s 
end, said housing discrimination 
—private or officially sanc­ 
tioned—is a “ relic of slavery” 
that was outlawed in 1866. 
The Reconstruction law, an 
outgrowth of the 13th Amend­ 
ment, “ bars all racial discrimi­ 


nation, private as well as pub­ 
lic, in the sale or rental of pro­ 
perty,” Justice Potter Stewart 
declared. 
His majority opinion, opposed 
only by two justices, goes far 
beyond the 1968 civil rights law 
signed by President Johnson in 
April. This year’s law exempted 
many small residential units 
and would not have a major im­ 
pact until next year. 
The court’s ruling spoke of no 
exceptions. And while the 1866 
law has no specific federal en­ 
forcement machinery, Stewart’s 
opinion means Negroes can go 
to court now to assert their 
rights. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren 
and Associate Justices Hugo L. 
Black, William O. Douglas, Wil-

Opinion

Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy— 
wrapping up his New York pri­ 
mary campaign—says Demo­ 
cratic presidential rival Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
should make public any private 
doubts on the Vietnam war. 
“ I think everyone has private 
doubts,” McCarthy said at a 
Harlem rally Monday. “ There 
comes a time when the private 
doubts of a public man must be­ 
come public doubts.” 
He referred to a prediction by 
former White House press sec­ 
retary Bill Moyers that Hum­ 
phrey soon will begin spelling 
out his differences with Johnson 
administration policies includ­ 
ing escalation of the war. 
But a Humphrey spokesman 
said in Washington “ the vice 
president does not follow the 
practice of thinking one thing in 
private and saying another 
thing in public. 
“ He intends to discuss all the 
issues that are vital to this 
country just as he has been dis­ 
cussing such issues throughout 
his public life,” the spokesman 
said. 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield said he had no 
reason to believe that Hum­ 
phrey’s private views on the 
war wer any different than 
those the vice president has 
stated publicly. 
Mansfield told newsmen he 
had never had any private con­ 
versations with Humphrey on 
the war. 
Of the vice president’s public 
declarations of support for ad­ 
ministration policies, Mansfield 
commented: “ I take what he 
says at face value.” 
The majority leader declined 
to speculate on Vietnam policies 
if Humphrey became president. 
“ No one knows now what the 
situation will be then,” Mans­ 
field said. 
On the Republican side, Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon called on Presi­ 
dent Johnson to stop “ dragging 
his feet” and sign the anticrime 
bill. And New York Gov. Nelson 
A. Rockefeller took his hunt for 
delegates to Capitol Hill in 
Washington. 
McCarthy was the only major 
presidential candidate to cam­ 
paign on behalf of delegate 
states in final days before the 
New York primary today which 
will name 123 Democratic and 
82 Republican delegates. 


McCarthy delegate candidates 
are running in 37 of the 41 
congressional districts. Hum­ 
phrey slates are entered in 25.

Housing Authority

Vincent J. Co llins, pro fesso r o f 
anesthesia at No rthwestern Uni­ 
v ersity Scho o l o f Medicine, at a 
panel discu ssio n at the annu al 
co nv entio n o f the American 
Medical Asso ciatio n. 
This was his pro po sal: 
The patient’s heart, brain, 
lu ng s, circu latio n and reflex ac­ 
tiv ity wo u ld be mo nito red fo r 
o ne o r two ho u rs. Each activ ity 
wo u ld be sco red 2 if no rmal. 1 if 
depressed and 0 if sto pped. 
A sco re o f 5 o r mo re wo u ld in 
dicate co ntinu ing life. Less than 
5 wo u ld mean death was near. 
And 0 wo u ld be a su re indicado r 
o f death. 
Co llins su g g ested that su ch a 
sy stem co u ld pro v ide an answer 
fo r transplant su rg eo ns seeking 
a co mmo n standard to deter­ 
mine if a po tential do no r is in 
fact dead. 
Co llins was o ne o f three spe­ 
cialists who discu ssed mo ral 
and leg al pro blems in “Medi­ 
cine and Relig io n" here Su nday .

Rocky On 
Search For 
Delegates

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller took his 
delegate hunting to Capitol Hill 
today, hoping to drum up sup­ 
port from Republican senators 
and congressmen in his drive 
for the presidential nomination. 
The principal factors in his 
maneuver in Washington are: 
1. Coat-tails, Rockefeller will 
try to convince the GOP legisla­ 
tors who are up for re-election 
that he is more likely to help 
them win in November than 
Richard M. Nbcon, front-runner 
for the nomination. 
2. £)elegates. Some 50 mem­ 
bers of the House may be dele­ 
gates to the nominating conven­ 
tion in Miami Beach in August. 
Forty-three already have been 
chosen and six or eight more 
are expected to be named. In* 
the Senate, 21 are delegates. 
3. Favorite sons. As of today, 
five senators are regarded as 
favorite sons. Hiram Fong of 
Hawaii, Frank Carlson of Kan­ 
sas. Clifford Case of New Jer­ 
sey. Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina and John Tower of 
Texas. Most of them are regard­ 
ed as favorable to Nixon. 
The governor scheduled meet­ 
ings with all the House Republi­ 
cans, 187 in all. 
Rockefeller’s argument—per­ 
haps his strongest—is that he 
has proven his ability draw 
votes from Democrats and inde­ 
pendents. 
He loses no opportunity to 
point out to Republicans that 
they are the minority party, 
in third place behind these two 
groups He says they have 27 
per cent of the registered vote, 
nationally. 
Thus, lie continues, if the GOP 
is to elect a president, the party 
must nominate a man who can 
attract Democratic and inde­ 
pendent voters. 
“ There is another factor.” 
says Robert R. Douglass, the 
governor's campaign manager. 
“ The congressmen especially 
are in close touch with the senti­ 
ment of people in their own dis­ 
tricts. They are in position to in­ 
fluence delegations from their 
home states. They will be for 
the man who can help them 
win.” 
Douglass said he thinks en­ 
dorsements of Rockefeller will 
be announced after the Wash­ 
ington meetings. “ He’s not ask­ 
ing for endorsements." Doug­ 
lass said. “ But he won’t be un­ 
happy if he gets some.” 


Hanes Is 
Familiar/ 
With Racism 


BIRMINGHAM. Ala. (AP) - 
Arthur J. Hanes, who has tenta­ 
tively agreed to defend the man 
accused of assassinating Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., is no 
stranger to racial controversy. 
He was mayor of Birmingham 
in 1963 when racial disturbances 
shook the city and international 
attention was focused on Public 
Safety Commissioner Eugene 
“ Bull” Connor and the use of 
police dogs and fire hoses to put 
down demonstrations. 
He defended three Ku Klux 
Klansmen accused of the 1965 
slaying of civil rights worker 
Mre. Viola Liuzzo in Hayneville, 
Ala. Two of the accused went 
free on state charges but were 
convicted on federal conspiracy 
charges. The third died. 
When he was mayor, Hanes 
accused King of being one of the 
instigators 
of 
Birmingham’s 
troubles. 
Now. he is getting ready for a 
hurried trip to England to talk 
with the man accused of killii^ 
King while the civil rights lead­ 
er was directing a protest in an­ 
other Southern city—Memphis, 
Tenn. 
Hanes plans to leave Wednes­ 
day to confer with James Earl 
Ray who, in a letter signed 
“ R.G. Sneyd” asked Hanes to 
take the case. Sneyd is the 
name of the man being held as 
Ray was using when arrested. 
The lawyer said he does not 
know who will pay Ray’s legal 
fees but added, “ I understand 
this man has funds.” 
Hanes' first taste of political 
life came in 1948 when he fin­ 
ished second in a five-man race 
for the presidency of the Jeffer­ 
son County Commission. He 
then had a law practice in Bir­ 
mingham. 
Next came three years as a 
special a^cnt with the Federal 
Rureau of Investigation in Chi­ 
cago and Washington. 
In 1961, he was elected mayor 
pf Birmingham. And with the of­ 
fice came a head-on confronta­ 
tion with the forces of integra­ 
tion. 
Of the disturbances in his 
cjity. Hanes said they were not 
s^ntaneous but had been care­ 
fully plotted at a Communist-in­ 
spired workshop a year before. 
Hanes, who is 51, comes from 
old central Alabama family, 
is maternal grandfather was a 
Confederate officer during the 
Civil War. His father was a 
Rjlethodist minister.

Twenty-seven 
mules, 
four 
horses and 13 wagons that had 
started out from Marks, Miss., 
36 days ago were unloaded from 
a freight train in suburban Alex­ 
andria, Va., Monday night, after 
a day-long trip from Atlanta. 
They are scheduled to partici­ 
pate in Solidarity Day ceremo­ 
nies Wednesday. 
About 150 campaigners were 
rebuffed at the Agriculture De­ 
partment, their request to see 
Agriculture Secretary Orville L. 
Freeman denied, aides said, be­ 
cause they had no appointment. 
A group of Mexican-Ameri- 
cans who had an appointment

English Heart 
Transplant 
Patient Dies 


LONDON (AP) - British 
heart transplant patient Freder­ 
ick West died Monday night, re­ 
ducing the number of surviving 
transplant recipients to five. 
Doctors said West’s death was 
caused by an “ overwhelming in­ 
fection.” The end came 45 days 
after the 45-year-old building 
contractor received the heart of 
an Irish laborer. 
West was up and walking 
around three daj^ after receiv­ 
ing the new heart on May 3. 
Then he developed kidney and 
chest infections. He had been 
given drugs to suppress the 
body’s natural tendency to re­ 
ject the foreign heart and these 
reduced his ability to fight the 
infections, medical sources said. 
West was the world’s 16th 
heart transplant patient to die. 
So far 21 human heart trans­ 
plants have been performed—12 
of them in the United States. 
South Africa’s Philip Blai- 
berg, the world’s longest surviv­ 
ing transplant patient, is im­ 
proving steadily after being 
stricken with hepatitis at Groote 
Schuur Hospital, Cape Town. 
The conditions of Everett C. 
Thomas, 47, and Louis John 
Fierro. 54. the two surviving 
U.S. 
transplant 
patients 
in 
Houston, Tex., were described 
as “ stable.” Thomas was oper­ 
ated on May 3 and Fierro re­ 
ceived his heart May 21.

Corrective action has been 
started in the other 15 plants to 
remedy the federal charges, the 
department said. It did not dis­ 
close the names of the compa­ 
nies involved or the specific lo­ 
cation of the plants. 
Reasons cited for the “ endan­ 
gering public health” designa­ 
tion included lack of sanitation, 
unsanitary handling of products, 
lack of insect and vermin con­ 
trol and improper control of 
inedible, diseased and con­ 
demned carcasses.

Goal Still Far Away 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Just a 
little more than five weeks ago, 
the Rev. Ralph David Aber­ 
nathy drove a symbolic stake 
into a grassy mall to mark the 
beginning of his campaign to 
“ end poverty in this nation of 
plenty.” 
That original spot has long 
since been obscured by sticky 
mud and the trappings of Resur­ 
rection City, just as the original 
goals have been somewhat ob­ 
scured by the enormous prob­ 
lems developed in running the 
campaign. 
Today, on the eve of a big 
march he had planned to use as 
a demonstration of national sup- 
port, the Poor People’s Cam­ 
paign seems as far from reach­ 
ing its ambitious goal as when it 
started. 
Despite a generally sympa­ 


thetic reception from govern­ 
ment agencies, the hundreds of 
pages of detailed answers they 
gave to campaign demands add­ 
ed up to few real concessions. 


And 
despite 
Abernathy’s 
promise to “ rain plague after 
plague on the pharoahs of this 
nation,” campaign leaders have 
themselves been visited with 
plague after unexpected plague, 
leaving them little time to de­ 
vote to their original objectives. 
While 
Southern 
Christian 
Leadership 
Conference 
staff 
members argue over what the 
campaign has become, most 
agree it isn’t what they started 
mit to make it. 
“ We’ve had a little trouble,” 
conceded Hosea Williams, di­ 
rector of nonviolent demon­ 
strations last week. 


Plane Shelters Needed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Air Force has ordered urgent 
reconstruction of shelters for its 
aircraft in South Vietnam to 
protect against intensified Viet 
Cong rocket and mortar attacks. 
“ Recent attacks on Air Force 
bases in Vietnam have demon­ 
strated the need for better pro­ 
tection of aircraft” than the cur­ 
rent roofless shelters now in 
use. the Air Force said Monday 
in response to questions. 
At present, the aircraft, most 
costing at least $1 million each, 
are parked on bases in South 
* Vietnam in roofless revete- 
ments made from earth-filled 
steel walls five feet wide and 
12 feet high. 
i The first steps taken to carry 
out the program are now under 
way in the form of tests to de­ 
termine the best material to use 
in building roofs for the current 
$helters.When the tests are fin­ 
ished in the near future, con­ 
struction will start. 
Because the enemy hasn’t 
made air raids against the 
bases 
these 
shelters 
were 
thought adequate, at least until 
the Tet offensive early this year 
showed them vulnerable to 
rocket and mortar fire. 
When the damage from the of­ 
fensive was tallied, it was found 
that 192 aircraft were either de­ 
stroyed or badly damaged from 
the bombardment. 


Gen. Earle G.Wheeler, chair­ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
told a Senate committee earUer 
this year that more than $132 
million in U.S. aircraft had been 
destroyed or damaged on the 
ground in Vietnam. 
Secretary of the Air Force 
Harold Brown has urged Con­ 
gress to appropriate money for 
an extensive aircraft shelter 
program at all overseas bases 
where the United states has po­ 
sitioned much of its tactical air 
power. 
The Pentagon is asking for 
$17.4 million for the over-all air­ 
craft shelter effort, on top of 
about $8.5 million voted last 
year. 


16 -Year-Old Dies 
In Car-Truck Crash 


SPRING H ILL, Kan. (AP) - 
Cheryl Gregg, 16, of Paola, Kan. 
was killed in a car-truck colli­ 
sion during heavy fog Monday. 
Her sister, Betty Gregg, 13, 
and the car driver, Karl W. Ha­ 
ney, 20, of Olathe, Kan., were 
injured. At the University of 
Kansas Medical Center the girl 
was reported in poor condition 
today and Haney in critical con­ 
dition. 
The highway patrol said the 
crash occurred two miles south 
of Spring Hill on U.S. 169.

Congress was the announced 
focal point, but almost all of the 
demonstrations so far have fo­ 
cused on government agencies. 
Both Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. before his April 4 assassina­ 
tion, and Abernathy, his succes­ 
sor, promised nonviolent civil 
disobedience that would jail 
thousands. 
But despite repeated public 
pronouncements at rallies that 
the day for mass arrests was 
close at hand, no more than two 
dozen participants have been 
jailed. 
Resurrection City was intend­ 
ed to be a kind of “ model shan­ 
tytown,” a city of tolerance and 
love that would serve as home 
for the 3,000 “ basic” Washing­ 
ton officialdom. 
But the wettest spring in dec­ 
ades has brought almost daily 
downpours, driving more than 
two-thirds of the 3,000 who were 
once in the nation’s capital to 
seek shelter with friendly fami­ 
lies, or else return home. 
Perhaps most important, as 
Abernathy made clear repeated­ 
ly early in May, the campaign 
was to publicize what‘ life in 
poverty is all about, to expose 
usually hidden conditions of life 
in America so that the people 
would demand that congress 
act. 
King called it a last chance to 
prove that nonviolence worked, 
and Abernathy again and again 
voiced fears that if it failed, vi­ 
olent elements would come forth 
to further split the races, with 
drastic consequences for the na­ 
tion. 
Wednesday’s “ Sol i d a r i t y 
Day” was originally planned 
to demonstrate to Congress how 
Americans would flock 
to 
Washington 
to support the 
things the campaign stood for. 
But now, even that aim is 
clouded by the resignation of 
march organizer Bayard Rus- 
tin, who left his successor, Ster­ 
ling Tucker, only 10 days to 
make nearly all the arrange­ 
ments that took three months of 
planning in the 1963 March on 
' Washington. 
In many ways, the future of 
the campaign hinges on what 
happens Wednesday. 
Sagging 
spirits at Resurrection City 
could be revived by a strong 
show of support, perhaps even 
to the point where people and 
money would being to flow back 
in. 
On the other hand, a turnout 
considerably under the 40,000 
predicted Monday by Tucker 
might make moot the question 
of whether the campers stay be­ 
yond the June 23 expiration date 
of their permit. 
There simply wouldn’t be 
enough people left in the Lincoln 
Memorial campground to make 
keeping it up worthwhile. 


College 
Girl Honor 
Televised

The hour program centered 
on students from the 50 states 
during the Miami finals. And 
while it may have been a dandy 
pageant, like other shows in this 
burgeoning TV category, 
it 
didn’t add up to much of a treat 
for the viewers. 
The September Miss America 
Pageant finals usually attract 
one of the season’s largest view­ 
ing audiences, and after making 
the seasonal rounds of the 
brains-and-beauty contests now 
receiving television exposure, it 
is easy to see why it is still the 
champion. 
The viewer has an opportunity 
to see the Miss America contest­ 
ants in action and most pick one 
candidate early in the show and 
root for her. 
This was impossible in the 
college queen contest since it 
started 10 days ago in New York 
with a homemaker’s competi­ 
tion and moved to Miami a few 
days later. 
Viewers saw only some filmed 
bits from the earlier tests in 
homemaking, safe driving and 
something called “ fashion crea­ 
tivity” but not enough to create 
any identification with the com­ 
petitors. 
The program was poorly or­ 
ganized since it spent too much 
time on extraneous entertain­ 
ment—old newsreel clips of col­ 
lege girls at the turn of the cen­ 
tury and songs by host Mike 
Douglas and a musical group. 
Then there was a static series of 
unproductive 
interviews 
de­ 
signed to test poise. 
By that time it was necessary 
to hurry through the big mo­ 
ment—the choice of a winner. 
Miss Dickerson scarcely had 
time to burst into the mandato­ 
ry happy tears before the end 
credits of the show rolled into 
view. 
The next program in the cate­ 
gory will be “ Miss Universe” on 
CBS July 13, also from Miami. 
That one, however, is strictly a 
beauty contest.

Knew Both 
Kennedy, 
Assassin 


LA CANADA. Calif. (AP) - 
The odds have been figured at 
400 billion to 1 that any one 
American knew both Sen. Rob­ 
ert F. Kennedy and Sirhan Sir- 
han, the obscure Arab immi­ 
grant accused of killing the sen­ 
ator. 
But a young California social 
worker from La Canada is in 
that rare position. He is John 
McGrain, 22, who was a class­ 
mate of Sirhan in John Muir 
High School in Pasadena in 1962 
and 1963. 
McGrain met Kennedy, who 
was then attorney general, on a 
visit to Washington as presi­ 
dent of the California Associ­ 
ation of Student Councils. 
He also met President John F. 
Kennedy and Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy. 
“ Robert Kennedy impressed I 
me in a way that I’ll never for­ 
get, as I’ll never forget the way 
in which Sirhan impressed me,” 
McGrain said. 
Kennedy, he explained, epito­ 
mized youth and strength. Sir­ 
han, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
“ seemed fragile.” 
As for Kennedy, said Mc­ 
Grain, “you could feel that he 
had things to do, and that he 
knew what these things were 
and that he would do them. You 
could absolutely feel that he had 
the capacity to do good for our 
society.” 
McGrain, a graduate student 
in political theory at the Univer­ 
sity of Southern California, said 
he felt disturbed in high school 
by the class distinctions be­ 
tween students from well-to-do 
areas such as La Canada and 
those like Sirhan from more 
humble surroundings. 
As president of the junior 
class council. McGrain said he 
initiated the contact with Sir­ 
han. 
“ He was not the sort who 
would approach you,” McGrain 
said. “ He wouldn’t begin a con­ 
versation. for example, with a 
stranger. But once contact was 
made he was very warm. 
“ He 
was 
a 
conscientious 
worker on these school projects. 
You could count on him when 
you gave him a job to do. I must 
say I liked him.” 
Sirhan entered into various 
council activities, such as dance 
arrangements, or placing signs 
in hallways, or helping in fund­ 
raising activities such as can­ 
dy sales. 
The probability of McGrain s 
having personal contact with 
both Kennedy and Sirhan was 
figured at 400 billion to 1 by a 
mathematics professor at the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
Meanwhile in Amman, Jor­ 
dan, the national bar associa­ 
tion said four Jordanian lawyers 
would come to the United States 
shortly to take part in preparing 
Sirhan’s defense.

fense. He has shied away from 
expressing direct opinions on re­ 
newal of the agreement, due in 
five years. 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau has also touched on 
NORAD, saying Canada should 
emphasize a continental defense 
role rather than participation in 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization bloc. 
His statement seemed to dis­ 
count any Canadian initiative on 
NORAD if he remains in power. 
But the history of NORAD indi­ 
cates that it won’t be kept out of 
politics for long. 
Canada joined it at a time 
when most Canadians agreed 
that Canada couldn’t defend it­ 
self alone. Canada had already 
worked closely with the United 
States in setting up radar warn­ 
ing networks. 
The Conservatives, then in 
power under Prime Minister 
John 
G. 
Diefenbaker, 
an­ 
nounced Aug. 1,1957 that agree­ 
ment had been reached with the 
United States to mesh air de­ 
fenses. 
Diefenbaker ran into contro­ 
versy when he sought ratifica­ 
tion by Parliament and he final­ 
ly called for a new election to 
give him a mandate for his pro­ 
gram. 
Opponents said the effect was 
to put Canada’s air force under 
control of a foreign power Les­ 
ter B. Pearson, then opposition 
leader and later prime minister, 
said the agreement had been ne­ 
gotiated in a “slap happy, cas­ 
ual way” and that Parliament 
had not been consulted. 
But Diefenbaker got a big ma­ 
jority in the election and won 
Commons agreement to the pact 
on a 200-8 vote June 19.1958. 
The government ordered the 
American Bomarc antiaircraft 
missile, designed to carry nu­ 
clear warheads. That brought 
an outcry from groups opposed 
to introduction of nuclear wea­ 
pons to Canada and prompted 
heated debates in the Commons. 
The Diefenbaker government 
split on the nuclear question and 
the warheads became an issue 
in the 1963 election. Pearson’s 
Liberals emerged with enough 
seats to form a government and 
went ahead with nuclear tips for 
the Bomarcs. 
There has been criticism that 
the NORAD system was set up 
to warn of approaching bombers 
and that the chance of jet-bomb- 
er attack is small because of the 
large missile arsenals built up 
by the United States and the So­ 
viet Union. But NORAD’s sup­ 
porters say it is the only warn­ 
ing system against missiles and 
that a bomber attack is still pos­ 
sible. 
One of the last acts of the 
Pearson government was five- 
year renewal of the NORAD 
agreement last April. Either 
government can call for review 
of the agreement’s terms at any 
time and it may be terminated 
by either country on a year’s 
notice.

Few Headlines o n Steel Hearing s

WASHINGTON - The most important tariff 
hearings since the Smoot-Hawlev Tariff Act tou ched 
off the great depression hav e been simmering 
qu ietly 
before the Hou se Way s and Means 
Committee Thanks to assassinations, stu dent riots, 
and other world ev ents, they hav e attracted few 
headlines. 
This week, howev er, they shou ld boil u p when big 
steel testifies for its grab at the U.S. Treasu ry . Big 
steel wants to pu t import qu otas on foreign steel 
from Japan and Western Eu rope. 
Behind this is a story of ineptitu de and do- 
nothingism which the American indu stry doesn't 
like to admit, bu t which nev ertheless is tru e. Here 
are the essential facts of the story . 
At the end of World War II the American steel 
indu stry completely dominated world markets. 
Eu ropean steel mills lav largely in ru ins. The steel 
indu stry was in a semi-monopoly position and 
proceeded to increase prices at the rate of 9 per cent 
y early between 1947 and 1951. and 7 per cent from 
1955 to 1958 Gradu ally American steel priced itself 
ou t of the market. 
Meanwhile. Eu ropean and Japanese mills were 
rebu ilding with the most modern techniqu es. Little 
Au stria in 1950 dev eloped the biggest breakthrou gh 
in modern steel history — the ox y gen fu rnace. 
In contrast. American steel companies had 
cu rtailed fu nds for research down to the miserly 
figu re of 60 cents for ev ery $100 of sales rev enu e. In 
contrast. American indu stries produ cing steel 
su bstitu tes, su ch as alu minu m and plastics, were 
spending $3 per $100 on research 
Bu t the American steel indu stry , spoiled by lack of 
competition, stood still As a resu lt, it now wants 
protection, in the form of import qu otas, to pay for 
its own mistakes. 
It's dou btfu l that steel spokesmen, when they 
testify before Congress today , will admit that steel 
sales increased by $6 billion du ring 1960-1967 and 
that net profits, after tax es, rose by $239 million. 
Earned su rplu s and reserv es increased by $5.6 
billion Nev ertheless, this is a fact. 
Big steel has been working near capacity for the 
last two y ears and in many cases is so behind on 
order that domestic u sers are u nable to get 
deliv eries on time. 
Note: Chief congressional defender of import 
qu otas has been Rep John W. By rnes, R-Wis., who 
had a worse conflict of interest in cahoots with 
Bobby Baker than any thing perpetrated by Adam 
Clay ton Powell. Powell was kicked ou t of Congress 
while By rnes continu es to influ ence American 
economic policy as the most powerfu l Repu blican 
on the Hou se Way s and Means Committee.

I was a member of the Swarthmore Chau tau qu a 
tent crew working my way throu gh college one 
su mmer (1915), and had ju st finished helping take 
down a tent at Reidsv ille. It was 3.30 or so in the 
morning , and with one of my companions, I looked 
for water with which to wash u p. We finally fou nd a 
spigot alongside the Sou thern railroad tracks 
adjacent to a tobacco factory , and armed with 
towels and a basin, we were enjoy ing an early - 
morning sparrow bath when a colored citizen 
reported ou r state of semi-nu dity . 
In the dim gray dawn we were arrested and 
charged with “obscene ex posing of person." 
In the trial that followed Mr. Glidewell was 
appointed as an u npaid attorney for the defense. He 
made an eloqu ent presentation. 
The cou rtroom, I recall, was crowded. Almost 
ev ery body in town was present. In giv ing his 
opinion, the ju dge ex plained that it was the du ty of 
modern man to be clean; fu rthermore, that the 
charge of “obscene ex posing of person” was 
u nju stified and one which cou ld be misconstru ed. 
We were acqu itted. 
How farsighted that ju dge was. Many y ears later, 
the late Sen. Joe McCarthy of Wisconsin sent down 
to Reidsv ille in an effort to ru n me ou t of the 
newspaper bu siness. He inv estigated this incident, 
with a v iew to blasting me on the Senate floor. 
The cou rt record, howev er, did not giv e him mu ch 
help. He not only fou nd we hav e been acqu itted, bu t 
that P. W. Glidewell had giv en me an affidav it, 
testify ing as to what happened.

Ra ts Drink for 'Fun' 
An interesting story of rats making pigs of 
themselv es comes from the laboratory of Dr. 
Joseph Mendelson of Ru tgers College, N.J. 
The psy chologist has discov ered that the 
anim als don’t

they ’re thirsty ; they get thirsty in order to 
drink. 
The rats were ou tfitted with stainless steel 
electrodes in their brains tou ching the areas 
that regu late thirst.

After nu merou s ex periments, Mendelson 
noted that the rats wou ld not press the thirst- 
indu cing lev er when water was u nav ailable. 
Bu t the same rats wou ld continu e to press the 
lev er as long as w ater was av ailable, ev en 
thou gh they were already loaded to the gills, 
ju st so they cou ld enjoy the rew ard or “ fu n” 
of drinking.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
We are not liv ing in a sick society . We are not losing ou r 
sense of morality or ou r belief in law. We are not raising a 
generation of irresponsibles. 
The m ajority of ou r y ou ng people are sincere, conscien­ 
tiou s believ ers in God, the rights of other men and in reason. 
They hav e faith in their parents and in this cou ntry ’s institu ­ 
tions. So do the m ajority of ou r adu lts, whether they liv e in 
the su bu rbs or the slu ms. 
While a few y o ung men and wo men ape the Ado lf Hitler 
Y'o uth, the v ast majo rity in co lleg e are there to g et the best 
educatio n they can. They kno w their co lleg e administrato rs 
and their teachers are no t perfect. But they kno w that when 
they are adults they will no t be perfect either. 
Recent su rv ey s hav e shown that, in the m ajority of cases, 
stu dent priv ate beliefs in morality and in the old-fashioned 
v irtu es are as great as those of their parents and their grand­ 
parents. These, of cou rse, are not the stu dents pu blicly abu s­ 
ing the rights of others. 
A stu dent v ote at Stanford Univ ersity censu red the stu dent 
body president for his part in demonstrations which they felt 
went bey ond the point of reason. Grou ps of stu dents at other 
u niv ersities hav e organized for their right to go to classes 
u ndistu rbed. 
This reporter teaches two high-school-age Su nday School 
classes. These y ou ng people think as calm ly and as deeply 
as y ou ng people did 20, 30 and 40 y ears ago. They hav e the 
same belief in democracy , in law, in respect for the rights of 
those who disagree and in their willingness to obey the v ote 
of the m ajority as did their parents and grandparents. 
This repo rter has also wo rked the last sev eral y ears with 
g ro ups o f y o ung peo ple who hang aro und at co rner drug ­ 
sto res, with y o ung men who belo ng to g ang s and with so me 
hippies. These are no t daring y o ung men and wo men full o f 
rev o lutio nary chang e. They are unhappy and tro ubled. Thev 
want help, they kno w they ’re o ff base. They say so in pri­ 
v ate, when their peers aren’t watching them. They ’re like 
the y o ung man who wro te o n the walls o f a ho tel ro o m, 
‘‘Catch me and sto p me fro m what 1 am do ing ,” o r wo rds to 
that effect. 
Most of the y ou ng people this reporter has met, and most 
oi the adu lts, wherev er they came from, hav e the sam e high 
ideals that carried u s throu gh the depression, two world w ars 
and Korea. 
If y ou don’t believ e this, get a list from any high school or 
college oi what their y ou ng people are doing—the m ajority , 
that is, not the sick minority . For ev ery bu lly boy who m akes 
the headlines, there are 10, 15 or 20 seriou sly going abou t the 
bu siness of getting an edu cation and in their spare time 
doing practical, constru ctiv e work—teaching retarded chil­ 
dren, helping slu m dwellers bu ild a recreation center, work­ 
ing at a su m m er camp for the poor, donating tim e in hos­ 
pitals or at Red Cross centers. 
We can be pro ud o f the brav ery and discipline o f the y o ung 
men serv ing in Vietnam and the hundreds o f tho usands o f 
ho urs o f o ff-dutv perso nal aid they g iv e the unfo rtunate men, 
wo men and children o f that co untry . 
There is no dou bt that we m u st do something abou t ou r 
minority of Nazis of the right and left—and ou r hoods— 
whether they ’re on college campu ses or in the streets. There 
is no dou bt there are many improv ements we mu st make in 
ou r society . 
Bu t let u s not take on m ass gu ilt for ou r freaks. 
We can be immensely prou d of the v ast m ajority of ou r 
people—y ou ng and old. We can stand u p straight and look 
any nation and any age of the past in the face.

WASHINGTON, DC. - Robert L. Bennett. 
Commission of Indian Affairs in the Department of 
the Interior, the son of an American Indian, su ggests 
that an ideal American v ocation wou ld be a tou r of 
Indian reserv ations. 
There 
are 
25 
federally 
regu lated 
Indian 
reserv ations in ou r 50 states. Most of them are in the 
middle and western states bu t there are reserv ations 
in North Carolina, Florida and Mississippi. Any one 
interested in earliest nativ es cou ld hav e a marv elou s 
sightseeing tou r of the west in a Discov er America 
tou r and inclu de the Indian reserv ations en rou te. 
The Crow reserv ation in Montana is not far from the 
famou s Cu ster battlegrou nd at Little Big Horn. On 
the way a v isit cou ld be made to the reserv ations in 
Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota. With a little 
more gas and an adv entu rou s spirit, the crowded 
national parks cou ld be av oided and one cou ld swing 
sou thwest to the reserv ations in Colorado, New 
Mex ico, Utah and Arizona. If time and cash hold 
ou t, one cou ld go on to Nev ada, California and then 
take the Alaskan highway to v isit the Indians way u p 
north. 
Meeting the Indians in their nativ e habitat wou ld 
be enlightening. One cou ld see how they liv e in a 
restricted 
area 
prov ided 
for 
them 
by 
the 
gov ernment and form his own opinion as to whether 
this is the best way to prov ide a way of life for the 
first Americans. Some persons believ e that the 
Indians shou ld be integrated into American life. The 
Indian children are often sent to pu blic schools 
ou tside the reserv ations, bu t the family life is mostly 
concentrated in Indiana v illages. It has been fou nd 
that disease and malnu trition are high in these 
v illages. 
The Bu reau of Indian Affairs carries on an 
ex tension program to preserv e Indian cu ltu re, tribal 
dances, religiou s ceremonies which are often related 
to the seasons and harv est. Information on ev ents 
can be obtained from the Bu reau in Washington. 
The scenic beau ty , color, grandeu r and the history of 
Indian 
lore cou ld 
prov ide an ex citing and 
informativ e v acation, bu t one wou ld hav e to be 
ru gged. There are no fancy motels and spas in a ' 
reserv ation. The reserv ations belong to the Indians, 
and any tou rist is a gu est. He wou ld be inv ited to 
meet the residents personally , inspect and pu rchase 
their beau tifu l handicrafts and might ev en be 
inv ited to hu nt and fish. 
Throu gh the leadership of Commissioner Bennet 
and many others, the life of the Indian is being 
improv ed and opportu nities for wider participation 
in the American commu nity is being shared.

Nurs ing Bottle s 
Ta k e on Ne w Look

There has been a rev olu tion in the design of 
nu rsing bottles. One of the new models has a neck 
that is at a 45-degree angle from the bottle. The baby 
sits u pright to nu rse and is able to control his 
swallowing as in breast feeding. He also stay s awake 
and feeds more smoothly than with the old straight- 
angle bottle. The adv antages reported by mothers 
who hav e u sed this bottle and fewer attacks of colic 
and less spitting u p. 
Another new model is a soft, sterile, collapsible 
bottle. It has the adv antage that the formu la flows 
freely as long as the baby su cks on the nipple, in 
contrast to the rigid bottle which requ ires that the 
baby su ck, then release the nipple so that air can 
enter the bottle to replace the milk that was 
withdrawn. The fact that the new bottles can be 
u sed only once adds a little to the ex pense bu t 
eliminates the necessity of washing and boiling. 
It shou ld be remembered, howev er, that no bottle 
can ev er match the breast. Breastfed babies hav e 
been fou nd to cry less becau se they are less likely to 
be ov erfed and becau se they hav e a closer contact 
with their mothers. 
Q — Is there any danger in giv ing a small child a 
homemade cou gh sy ru p that contains honey , lemon 
ju ice and whisky ? 
A — The v alue of cou gh sy ru ps in general is slight 
and the adv antages of not introdu cing a child to 
alcohol in any form are great. For a tight cou gh, the 
old-fashioned crou p kettle is a better means of 
loosening secretions and checking a cou gh. When 
the cou gh is loose, it is on the mend and no 
treatment is necessary . 
Q — My 18-month-old son was bom with 
epidermoly sis bu llsou m. I bathe him in Lu bath once 
a day and pu t Neosporin on the open sores. Is there 
any cu re for this disease? 
A — Since this is a hereditary disease, there is no 
way to prev ent the characteristic large blisters 
ex cept to shield the child from trau ma insofar as 
po ssible. When the blisters fo rm, the o uter lay er o f 
skin sho uld be remo v ed and a sterile dressing 
applied. Altho ug h there is no cure, so me v ictims 
o utg ro w the disease in their late teens.

men t,” Co hen said. 
The p sy chiatrist said a stu dy 
o f av ailable scien tific literatu re 
an d 10 cases in his o wn p ractice 
had p ersu aded him “n o o n e has 
y et demo n strated that hy p n o sis 
is gen erally in dicated to help 
p eo p le sto p smo k in g.” 
Of the 10 cases. Co hen said, 
fo u r sto p p ed smo k in g fo r as 
lo n g as a few week s bu t all 
ev en tu ally resu med smo k in g.
